Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  on 
the  state  of  Puhlic  Health  in  the  Urban  District  of 
Brightlingsea  for  I968. 

The  health  of  the  community  has  remained  satisfactory 
during  this  year.  The  population  has  increased  as  in  previous 
years  by  about  100  to  5)9905  but  the  birth  rate  has  declined 
slightly  to  21.7  per  thousand  live  births,  althovigh  this  is 
well  above  the  National  figure  of  l6.9"  The  death  rate  remains 
about  the  same  as  for  the  rest  of  the  United  Kingdom  at  11. 3. 

Eighty  eight  cases  of  measles  wore  notified  in  I968, 

The  number  of  children  attending  County  Clinics  for 
immunisation  amounted  to  1,062,  which  included  254  injections 
against  Diphtheria,  Tetanus  and  Whooping  Cough,  250 
vaccinations  against  Smallpox,  and  269  children  received 
protection  against  Poliomyelitis.  Measles  vaccinations  were 
started  during  the  year  and  289  injections  v/erc  given. 

The  water  supply  has  been  satisfactory  in  quantity 
and  quality  during  the  year.  The  standstill  order  on 
development  due  to  water  shortage  has  nov,'  been  removed.  The 
average  fluoride  content  is  0.8  to  1.8  p.p.m.  The  result  of 
the  chemical  analysis  is  given  elsev;here  in  the  report. 

The  Bathing  Pool  still  gives  some  cause  for  anxiety 
during  the  summer  period,  but  owing  to  the  care  given  to  the 
Pool  by  staff  of  the  Council,  a reasonably  satisfactory 
standard  has  been  maintained. 

Some  delay  has  occurred  in  the  construction  of  the 
nov/  sev/crage  scheme,  but  it  is  hoped  that  completion  will  take 
place  at  the  end  of  next  year. 

In  conclusion,  I would  like  to  express  ray  gratitude 
to  the  Council,  the  Public  Health  Committee,  and  officers  of 
the  Council  for  their  co-operation  during  the  year,  and  to  the 
Staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department  my  thanks  for  their 
excellent  work.
